They not 
only ferve to carry off certain fediments of humour and 
bile, but they give us alfoa clear light into the itate and 
progre(s of their diforder. From the cxsmination of the 
Gentleiman’s Jaft Letter I find, that his fymptoms are 
very Much-increafed. His choler feegs to have height- 
ened the Frenzy, and the {mail check he receiv’d from 
me, has almoit deprived him of the little remains of rea- 
fon. His errors are now as complicated, as his delufion 
defperate. He raves of Authors he has never feen, dicams 
of fatts he never heard of, anfwers objections that were 
never made, ‘and makes objeétions too ridiculous to be an- 
{wered. “His memory appears to be cither loit, or en- 
tirely confafed : And he feems to have juft fenfe enough 
left to have recourfe to Obloquy, Scurrility, and Falie- 
hood, when he is utterly dettitute of arguments. L//:te- 
rate Scribler and Chiriney-/weeper are fome qt the flowers 
of this. Rhetorick. 

What his défign was in changing his name, I cannot 
pretend to fay. Was it that the vaineft of men might 
with shore decency applaud his own immenfe erudition ? 
But he has entirely ruin’d his pretenfions to learning, by 
his Fidiculous Blunders about the meaning of the name 
Philaletbes. “Was it to impofe on his readers, and to

make us imagine that there was another of his country. | 


meh a8 “ignorarit, and as mad as himfelt ? But a meer 
change of name, without a corre{pondent changé of ten- 
timents, ftyle, and the particularities of exprefiion was 
furely thé moft unlikely means to fucceed in fuch an im- 
potture. I humbly prefume therefore, that this is only 
a farther inftance of his diftraftion. For it is ufual with 
Gentlemen of difordered faculties, to give themfelves as 
many different titles, asthe turns of a hot unfettled ima- 
gination may poffibly fuggelt to them. 

The hew objections in his lait performance, that have 
the leaft connexion with the fcheme of Antiquity he would 
fupport, fhall be examined hereafter.

The 
leartied Remarker him(elf was mott proper. to fupport his 
own reflections ; and, to the mortification of CaLepon, 
he has fince fupported them.

Camden and Bede (an argument, that CaLzpon mott un- 
logically terms demonferative) fince this only affeéts the 
ume, When the Scots fettled themfelves in Britain, and 
could be in no wile ateria/to my defign.

| Or whether cthefe Scots had Kings? Or whether thofe 


Kings did make alliances ? To what parpofe then does he 
dwell on this part of the Scotifh Hiitory ? And why am 
I called upon to anfwer objections gthat are no objections ? 

He repeats his former-blunder, that Martial wrote in 
the Auguftan age. A {chool-boy would have informed 
him better, 

He declares, that Uber is inclined to think, that what 
pafjed under the name of Ben-Gorion was the work of St. 
Ambroje; and that Uber wrote doudtingl concerning the 
Seoiijo Antiquity. Both prepofitions are equaily falle, 

He tells us, that Tacitus and Bede mention the Scotilh 
part of Britain as reduced into an ifland bythe Roman wall: 
whereas Bede menuons no fuch thing, and Tacitus {peaks 
of no Roman wa//.~His references to Bede, 1. 1. ¢. 12. 
and /. xiv. ¢. 26. are erroneous. In the former, the Scots 
are not the Iflanders fpoke of: the latter is a kind of 
fending us to the 199ch Pfalm.—His ingenuity is inoit re- 
markabie in the following ailertion. Jt is mot plain, {ays 
he, from the whole tra® of Bede’s Hiftory, that [ince the 
year 560, the northern part of this iflaud was generalsy 
called Scvtia or Scotland, It is moft plain trom hence and 
the citations above, that this Gentlem.m is a perfec 
itranger to Bede.——He remits me to Suidas (he calls him 
Guidas,) Dion, Eufebius, and Spartianus, in order to 
learn that the Scots were Caledonians. But Suidas men- 
tions neither Caledonians,nor Scots. Dicv and Spartiavus 
do not mention the Scots. And Ew/ebius no where jays, 
that they were Caledonians. 

The itrange mifreprefentations, he makes of the plain- 
eft things in my Letters, give us a farther idea of his ac- 
curacy and candour. Such is his mo.Jteit reproach for 
citing an Author, who wrote about 1729, as an evidence: 
whom yet I have no otherwile natned, than as an initance 
of a Critic, who, being a Scot himielf, was not to be 
lufpected of a defign to injure the honour, while he at- 
tacked the Antiquity of his country. 





Let us now view our Highlander in his capacity of a 
Grammarian. And here we find him affuming an air of 
infallibility, and giving new laws to dead languages. Ca- 
ledomii, fays he, is piurale tantam, therefore Caledonius, 
ufed as a fubitantive, tcou/d mot bave been proper Latin. 
But alas! we have only the Gentlemin’s word for this. 
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No proof now, nor fhow of proof; mot fo much as one 
pribable ratia dubitand: from Mackenzie, nor one demon- 
Hrative argament from Camden. It is to be prefumed, 
that Buchanan is a better ftandard of Latin, than this 
mufhroom Grammavian. Yetthe polite Buchanan could 
Gud no difficulty-in writing, a/ius Attacottum, aliu's Ca- 
ledonium fe effe diccret. Buch. Hitt. p. 42. 


The Genilemun is not more fortunate in tampering | 


with Livy. That Hittorian in the beginning of his fixth 
Book {peaks of the obfcurity, in which he found ihe af 
fairs of the firft ages of Rome involved. They are ob/cure; 
fays he, guum vetuftate, Fc. * bork by resion of their ve- 
‘ ry great antiquity’; tum guid et rara per eadem tempora 
literee fuere, una cuftodia fitelis memoria rerum gcflaram ; 
SS gutd etiam fi gua in commentariis, &c. ‘and oy realon 
* that Writings, the only certain prelcrvers of the me 
* mory of things paft, were in thole ages uncommon ; 
* and that fuch writings alfo, as were in tie regiiters of 
‘ the Pontiths, and in other publick and private Archives, 
‘ tor the moft part perifh’d in the burning of the city.’ 
The fentence, as it ftands thus, is regular, clear, and per- 
tinent. One would think there is no poflbility of mif- 
ling the Hittorian’s aim. Yet behold our inau(picious 
Critic. He changes, without the authority of either Co- 
pics or MSS. memoria into memoria; claps in erat be- 
tween ¢cuffodia aud fidelis ; cuts figue@ off trom its antece- 
dent /itere 5 and thus tathers upon Livy a molt incohe- 
rent piece of nonfenfe. The purport of which is to thew, 
that tradition is the beff record of things paff. 1 am 
afhamed to find, that Mackenzie, and the Author of the 
Kefleétions upon human Learning, have given into the 
fame interpretation before CaLepon. Befides, that it 
is an unwarrantable deprevation of the text, it’s very 
plain that Livy could have had no fuch meaning. For 
why fhculd the Hiftorian complain of the want of the 
common ule of detters, if, at the fame time, he fays tra-

6000, with a plan of the work, wherein he promis‘d to 
give an-entire tranfl.tion, with all the maps and cuts, as 
alfo to make feveral confiderable improvements, which, 
if executed accordingly, muft give it the preference to 
the French itfelf, and bean honour to the Englifh nation.
